Thanks for the various suggestions and observations. 


Three guys said just put two electros, twice the required C, in series. I 
don't understand how that would work. It seems like each cap would see the 
same value of AC current that a single, half sized cap would see, and there 
would be no DC bias. 


The trick of tying the center to a bus with a large resistor sounds good. 


Some suggested that since the time averaged voltage (current) is zero, it 
ought to be OK. That's kind of what I hoped, but who knows. I understand 
that the correct polarity voltage "forms", and maintains the insulating 
coating on one plate. Maybe the damage done in one half cycle is un-done in 
the other half. But that sounds like wishful thinking. 


Bottom line, I should have thought of that before I started building. 


Speaking of Cs and such--that simple device (o'scope required) to measure 
(or at least evaluate) the ESR of in-circuit capacitors in the new QST looks 
pretty neat.

Gang, 


Ok, I found a meter that has the cross wire needle thingie so I can be 
up-to-date & bigtime about it. The next question is: 


I've built a half-dozen-odd Stockton circuits but always had trouble 
‘cause I only had a single meter movement. (Yeah, I know: put two meters 
in the box, dummy!). The windings on one or the other (can't remember & 
ain't about to begin) smoked & shorted out & all that nasty stuff. 


So... I've got the original circuit out of Sprat #61, page12 & I'm 
comparing it to the circuit that Uli Graf (DK4SX) wrote about in 
QRP-Report 3-2000, page 4. Uli has 38 pf caps on the ends of both the RF 
line runnin' from the transmitter to the load AND on the lines that end 
up going to the two diodes & all that. 


Uli says that (if I'm reading this right) the 39 pf caps are compensation 
for the inductive circuit that's part of the meter & the RF path at the 
highest intended frequency. With sensitivity at -26 db at 30 MHz and -22 
dB at 55 MHz. 


And I quote: "Die an den jeweiligen Leitnungsenden gegen Masse 
geschalteten 39-pf-Kondensatoren dienen de Kompensation der induktiven B 
lindanteile der jeweiligen Leitung (des jeweiligen Trafos) bei der 

h chsten Betriebsfrequeny. [I knew there was an umlaut in there 
somewhere! ] Dadurch hat das SWR-meter seblst eine Anpassung von besser 
-26db (-22 dB) bis 30 MHz (55 MHz)". 


Looking at it this way, if I manage to do this without blowing up the 
meter (oh yeah, I wanna watch that!), I can use the circuit up to 6m. 


Which makes me wonder if I might not be able to cobble something together 
for 2m .. . if I'm feeling particularly foolish. Nah. Better scratch 
that idea. Leaving me only with: 


Should I put the 39 pf caps in there or not? I'm getting kinda lame on 
patience when it comes to making things work any more & building the 
Stockton circuit, even as simple as it looks on paper, always drives me 
nuts trying to keep which end of what winding goes to ground and whether 
or not I should feed the cats before I put my clothes on the bottom peg, 
unless my brother is getting a hair cut . 


Eh? Besides, I figure you crazies will know more 'n me about this & all 
that.

>I'm working on the output side of a 6m transverter. At present it 
>consists of 3 stages. The output and driver transistors are 175MHz 
>devices taken from an old Yaesu commercial handheld. The load is a 5 ohm 
>resistor; power supply is 13.8v. I'm aiming at about 5w output which 
>should be easy for the output device (2SC2627).

>The predriver is a standard feedback amp from Solid State Design. 

> 


>The predriver feeds the driver through a bifilar transformer giving 4:1 
>impedance matching. 

> 

>Power to each stage is thru a small resistor with capacitors(s) to 
>ground. There is also an RF choke in the connection to the predriver 
>stage. 

> 

>The main problem I have is that the amplifier likes to oscillate a 
>frequency considerably lower than 50MHz. The problem gets worse as the 
>gain increases (naturally), for example, when I improve the matching 
>between the driver and output stages. 


Coincidentally, I noticed something about this problem yesterday in the 2001 
Handbook (p. 13.27). A smidgeon of negative feedback using a series R and C 
between the collector and base should cure it. The NFB increases at lower 
frequencies, reducing the gain.

Joe, 

The company now trying to exploit this 33 year old technology is using 
research that was done here about the time I started work at Applied 
Research. Non linear acoustics is the principle they are trying to 
commercialize. The Navy (and all you tax payers) paid for a lot of work on 
this here in the 1970's and contrary to what the commercial company is 
claiming, it was demonstrated with two projectors which combined two 
ultrasonic signals and the difference then fell into the audible range. It 
was used for several sonar systems for very directional beams. I have the 
pleasure of retiring this month along with the lady who first wrote up the 
concept, (I guess you could say she was the inventor), back when she was 
student of our Acoustics guru, Dr. David Blackstock. If you look up in the 
Journal of Acoustics Society of America in the years from 1970 on up to 
“1976 ox so, look for Mary Beth Bennett, David Blackstock, Mike Pestorius, 
and Tom Muir as authors on numerous papers on the non linear Acoustics 
implementation. 


You take two audio frequencies above hearing, and when they are mixed at 
high power, you get sum and difference frequencies, and the difference can 
be in the audible range, in a narrow beam. 


One of the problems is getting the two sources to approach a shock wave 
intensity at the same time. Mike Pestorius used to experiment starting at 6 
PM. There was a standing wave node right at my desk, and I had to leave the 
building because his sound levels got to the threshold of pain. He burned 
out many an Electro Voice speaker driver in those days, getting his PhD! 
Unfortunately, this technology is the opposite of QRP.

Leon- 


I've seen the squegging driver behavior on occasion- it's an overdrive 
'thing'. The most likely cause is a reverse-breakdown at one of the 
transistor junctions, which in turn causes a capacitance to charge and 
discharge. Those charge and discharge rates are not identical and the effect 
appears as a lower-frequency oscillation. It's a non-linear behavior, so the 
feedback trick may not be intuitively obvious. 


Interestingly (or not), this squegging behavior is used to good effect in 
the superregerative detector. The classic regenerative detector is modified 


by adding an R-C network in the emitter/source path. The charge/discharge 
characteristics put the detector right on the edge of conduction, the most 
sensitive detection point, or more accurately, take it in and out of 
oscillation at a supersonic frequency.

Got a lot of useful responses to this question, thanks to all who 
replied. 


The essence of most of the suggested fixes is to reduce the gain at low 
frequencies while retaining the gain at the desired frequency. They 
include adding an inductor across the input to shunt low frequency 
signals, reducing the inductance of the choke in the output circuit, and 
variations on these. 


The idea of increasing negative feedback as frequency is appealing but 
the circuit noted by Leon appears to increase feedback with frequency, 
and hence would reduce problems with high-frequency, not low-frequency, 
oscillation. Similarly with shunting chokes to reduce their Q (again at 
high frequency). 


I tried a couple of these suggestions, without total success. If I do 
manage to get rid of the low frequency oscillations, it is at the 
expense of overall gain. I can see the frequency and shape of the low 
frequency oscillation change (it's now at about 3.5MHz). 


Also for possible current loops but although I rerouted the power feed 
to be very close to the output stage, I didn't see any change. 


Have to return the borrowed ‘scope - I wouldn't stand a chance on this 
project without the ability to see some of what's happening at ‘wrong’ 
frequencies! - and am going to be MD/K3IMW/P for a few weeks, so 
reluctantly have to shelve this project for the moment. But I will open 
up the project case when I return.

"Squegging" takes place when an 
oscillator runs, and changes the bias conditions, which then quenches 
the oscillations. A relaxation process takes place and then oscillation 
begins again. So you get periodic bursts of oscillation (as ina 
superregenerative Rx).

Inspired somewhat by the “unkown ham from Idaho" minimulist SSB rig, I 
decided last night to try and build something similer, but with real PTT 
T/R switching, instead of those clumsy DPDT switches. 


To switch the crystal filter between the inputs and outputs of the SA-612's 
I use a 74HC4053 analog mulitplexer, an idea I've been wanting to try for 
some time now. Happy to say it works FB. 


I also changed the trasmitter driver circuits and added a 5 watt IRF-510 
power amp stage. Only thing not shown on the schematic is a VFO, which I'll 
leave up to you. I'll probably use a TRF-4400 chip and divider. The 
TRF-4400 is a 440 MHz VCO/PLL tuned by a DDS reference oscillator, but I 
use it at 200 MHz and divide it down to what ever. The advantage is one can 
then build the rig for vertually any band :-)
